Lat V» say that Sunday aay be considered a day given to praj-er and rest. 
BatnrAay afternoon and evening axe given up te recreation and entertainment. 
Sight hours per day are given up to sleep. Dedjcting these, we find left only 
sixteen hours per ordinary week day and four hours Saturday morning — S4 
hours la all. Most of us can eat three meals in two hours; then we spent at 
Meast 12 hours per week In eating. If the average student has fifteen lectiu-es 
a week. Iseludlag conferences, but ft hours remain. Travelling and personal 
toilet occupies at least two hotirs per day (more for women); hence 42 hours 
are loft. 

It is to be hoped that there are no students st college who take no part 
in college aetlrltles. Supposing on the average, the ordinary student devotes 
one afternoon a week to athletics and one evening to clubs or other activi- 
ties— eight hours of his time; 3Ç hrurs remain. Conversation and social in- 
tercourse occupy at least an hour per day. If no*., the student should see 
that It does, making the best use of his opportunities at college of making 
Irienda. Thus there are left but thirty hours per week or five hours per day. 

Thla time is either spent In studying (exclusive of lectures), in extra 
outaide aetivitiee, or in "loafing". How email ihe time of study, how great 
the pKlaA for extra activities, and how tremendous must be the time taken up 
.Is loaSug", judged by cxamlBatloa results at the mid-term, particularly 
itf IreafaiBec.! 

Ervrjr student ehotild so divide hie week that a proper relation ia main- 
laSaaA between the periods of sleep, necessary functions such ae eating, that 
of ■fOtiTttles asd that of work. If one is lengthened, the others must suffer. 

If gleep ia shortened, health will fall; if lengthened, you will become In- 
dicant. If eating time is shortened, indigestion will be the result; if lenKlh- 
ened, TOti will become a glutton. Thus it should only be the periods of 
wgrk «ad play which should be regtilated. Reduce the time spent on work 
aad put H on activities— you nay become famous, but you will probably be 
an academic failure. Reduce your activities to a minimum and study in- 
stead — you may lead your class but your health may fail and you probably 
will be a social nonentity In the eyes of your fellow etudents. 

JBvery student shouM find the proper relation between work and play; 
'.when It is found, stick to it.

Tlioy will 
f oiwcololsely the courses In the varl- 
o>is subjects as given at Harvard. Uni- 
versity authorities feel that this series 
will be of the greatest value to other 
educational institutions, ospeclally 
small colleges unable to support large 
scientific divisions, but whldi are eager 
to present these subjects to their stu- 
dents. 

The second aeries will be for use 1» 
grade and high schools. They will bo 
.«oier.t.'.f io.\liy a.'Ou;-;vte iiuil iirep.ircd 
with the same care as the sorleii for 
university use, but will be ed"ed so 
that they can be used lu connection 
with school courses In geography. Oiit- 
!l!!os of such series have alre.uly been 
pnp.ired by the Division of .Vnthropo- 
l.\sy ar.l lieology. Tlie form has In 
mind several series: the first will deal 
with physical conditions and life on 
the different continents, showing vary- 
ing types of mankind, and the hablt.s, 
customs, homes, industries, flor.i and 
fauna of the different parts of the 
earth; the second will show the differ- 
ent types of man and the criteria by 
which they are differentiated; the 
third will demonstrate how different 
r-eople adapt or fail to adapt them- 
selves to their environment. 

The division of Geology is working 
on seven pictures dealing with this 
stibject In a manner which will be of 
interest to school children. The sub 
;etts treated are shore lines and shore 
develi^pmer.t. vulca.iis.ni, cr tho study 
of volcancs, the work of _^:.>u.-,cl water, 
placiers, the mechanical ■work of the 
atmosphere, the work of running water, 
and the cycle of erosion. The last men- 
tioned shows the slow but tremondous 
fffect running water lias on even the 
mofit du.-able substances. 

Trom the profits ac ruing to Pathc 
from the distrihutlon of these fllma a 
special fund will be created for the 
more extensive production of pi<;tiircH 
for educational uses and for assist- 
ance In financing '.vlih Jlarv.nrd srlcn- 
tlfic expeditions in different parts of 
the world.
